TIME IS APPROACHING TO DECIDE

B ulgaria’s mobilization of her army is possibly the prelude to a 
sensational change in all the present plans of the European war 
which may cause the determining struggle to he fought out In the 
Gallipoli, Egypt and Tripoli. 
The Bulgurs apparently believes the time is approaching when 
they must decide whether to enter the war with the quadruple 
entente or with the Teutonic allies. 
Bulgaria is in no danger of 
attack from any of her neighbors if she remains strictly neutral 
and the large expense that must be incurred by m obilizing would 
not be justified if the governm ent’s intention were no more than 
to secure the preservation of neutrality. 
It cannot be said posi­ 
tively with whom the Bulgurs will cast their lot, hut unquestion­ 
ably the present Indication Is that both the Sofia governm ent and 
Czar Ferdinand prefer Germany. 
Sim ultaneous with the Bulgarian mobilization order the German 
iron cross has been conferred on Czar Ferdinand by order of the 
kaiser. 
If this highly unusual 
proceeding means 
that an ef­ 
fort to gain Ferdinand’s active help; lf It is actually a reward for 
military services rendered the German cause, 
then 
Bulgaria's 
army will soon be assisting tile T eutons to march to aid Turkey. 
For an Austro-German army to reach Turkey across 
Bulgaria 
the northeast corner of Serbia m ust be crossed. 
The 
Bulgurs 
would then move into Serbia to capture Macedonia and the Teu­ 
tons would cross Bulgaria into Turkey, planning to drive the Ang­ 
lo French Gallipoli army into th e sea and then direct a new Turk­ 
ish campaign against Egypt and into Tripoli. 
The Russian op­ 
erations would probably have to he halted so that adequate mu­ 
nitions supplies could he sent in to Turkey and w ith the French 
and Italian deadlocks containing the w ar’s center of equilibrium 
would he transferred to the Levant.
